The guests were the mem­ 
bers of the ladies aid of Trinity 
church, their husbands, members of 
the families of Mr. and Mrs. Hat 
tendorf and his business associates. 
Mr. J. H. Hattendorf is the old­ 
est pioneer in Roselle!. 
He is still 
hale and hearty and although near­ 
ing the SO year mark, keeps in 
touch with business affairs. He has 
been president of the Roselle State 
Bank ever since its organization, 
25 years ago. 
It was 
a gala 
occasion and 
brought together old friends and 
residents of Roselle and surround 
ing 
community. 
The 
company 
gathered at 2:30, when Rev. Nauss 
gave a short talk, congratulating 
the honored couple and reminding 
them to whom credit was due, the 
Supreme Being. 
He spoke in both 
English 
and 
German. Following 
the repast, Rev. Nauss acted as 
toastm aster and called upon busi­ 
ness associates and friends to say 
a few words. 
Letters and tele 
gram s 
of 
congratulations 
were 
read from those who could not be 
present. 
The afternoon and evening was 
spent in a social good time. Bunco 
was enjoyed by the ladies, while 
the men played cards down stairs 
It was near midnight when the 
final goodbyes were said. 
Mr. Hattendorf has occupied an 
im portant place in Roselle during 
the past fifty years. 
He has serv 
ed as postm aster nearly fifty years 
He was in 
business nearly that 
long. 
He occupied various offices 
of public trust. 
Aside from being 
president of the local bank 25 years 
ne was school director 15 years 
township assessor one term, super 
visor of Bloomingdale township 2 
terms, delegates to state conven 
tion which nominated Boneen for 
governor, chairman of the DuPage 
Co. supervisors to attend the I 
linois Supervisor’s 
conference at 
Peoria. 
Mr. Hattendorf was undertaker 
for 40 years. During his long term 
as postmaster he conducted three 
examinations for rural carriers auf 
took twTo examinations as postmas 
ter, receiving the highest grade. 
Mr. Hattendorf retired from bus 
incss in 1925. 
He can look bac 
upon a life of service to his com 
triunity. 
He was not only a suc­ 
cessful merchant and a good fin­ 
ancier, but he held the respect and 
confidence of everyone. 
His hon­ 
esty was never questioned. 
Early History 
It was difficult for a reporter 
to get Mr. Hattendorf to tell of 
’‘ hu t th ere'afb it tltifnher of 
things about his life and the ear­ 
lier days in Roselle th at will be 
interesting to a great many of our 
readers. 
Mr. Hattendorf was born May 8, 
1852, 
and 
was 
confirmed 
in 
Schaumburg by Rev. Rickman in 
18(H). 
At the age of 16 years, he 
obtained employment in Chicago at 
$8.00 per month. 
After working 
11 months at the job, he went to 
Elgin as clerk for McNeal Broth­ 
ers, receiving a salary of $20 per 
month. 
When his father, who owned 170 
acres of land in Schaumburg town 
ship, bought an additional 70 acres 
Mr. Hattendorf returned home to 
help farm the 200 acre farm. 
At the age of 26 years, he en­ 
tered the employ 
of the Illinois 
Linen Co., who conducted a flax 
mill and store at Roselle. 
He re­ 
ceived $25 a month and in two 
years had saved $520. 
Meets His Bride 
His employers conducted a store 
and it was there that Mr. H atten­ 
dorf was employed, when he be­ 
came acquainted 
with 
a demure 
young lady, by the name of Doro­ 
thea Meyer, who lived across the 
street. 
They were married .June 
6, 1878. He worked a year for John 
Ai. E. Lindt, successor to the flax 
company, when in the spring of 
1880 he purchased the store and 
formed a 
partnership 
with Mr. 
Bagge, under 
the firm 
name of 
Hattendorf and Bagge. This part­ 
nership continued until 1902, when 
Mr. Hattendorf became sole own­ 
er and continued 
it until March, 
1925, when he sold it to Mr. W. H. 
Saueiman, his faithful clerk. 
Mr. 
Hattendorf 
has 
always 
seemed almost like a father to Mr. 
Sauerman. 
The latter was a boy 
of l l years when he entered the 
employ of Mr. Hattendorf. The lat­ 
ter told the story at tho table that 
when customers came in the store 
his boy clerk would frequently hide 
especially if Hie 
customers were 
young bulies. He said that he soon 
cured him of his bashfulness and 
he looks hack with pleasure upon 
the many years of faithful service 
given to him by his protege. 
He 
doubts if any store owner can boast 
of retaining the services of one 
person as many years. 
One of the first pieqp of prop­ 
erty that Mr. Hattendorf purchas 
ed in Roselle w as 19 acres at,'the 
northwest corner of Roselle re at 
and State road. He paid $3500 for 
the property. 
He recently sold it 
for $15,000. 
Among those who were able to 
he present Wednesday were all o 
his brothers and sisters and hi 
former partner, Mr. Bagge.
